VETERANS’ BODY 10 
HUNT BENEFICIARIES 


U.S. Bureau Chief Directs Survey of 
Prisons and Hospitals in State 


San Francisco.—A search of state, 
army and federal prisons throughout 
California is to be made by repre- 
sentatives of the United States Vet- 
erans’ Bureau to locate prospective 
beneficiaries of the bureau, who are 
incarcerated in prisuns for crimes 
committed while suffering from men- 
tal disorders, it has been announced. 
Local officials of the bureau are 
awaiting detailed orders from Colonel 
Charles R. Forbes before inaugurat- 
ing a campaign of wide scope to res- 
cue veterans who are said to have 
been punished for offenses for which 
they are not responsible. 

The local campaign is part of a 
nation-wide search for imprisoned 
veterans now being made by the bu- 
reau. Colonel Forbes, who is di- 
rector of the bureau, personally or- 
dered the investigation and has call- 
ed upon state and army authorities 
to assist in the location of imprisoned 
veterans. 

According to reports which have 
been received here, hundreds of cases 
have been found where former serv- 
ice men gre being held for crimes 
ranging ffom manslaughter to petty 
larceny for which they are not mor- 
ally responsible. 

Revelations made in the Danne- 
mora Insane Hospital and Prison in 
the State of New York are said to 
have resulted in the ordering of the 
national investigation. In the New 
York institution 48 ex-service men 
were found, according to officials, 
who are being held for crimes rang- 
ing from murder to robbery. 

All of the prisoners, when exam- 
ined by physicians, were discovered 
to be suffering from shell-shock. 


FRANCE HONORS PROF. 
OF MILLS COLLEGE 


Dr. Kate Brousseau Awarded Medal 
in Recognition of War Service 


Oakland.—The services of Dr. Kate 
Brousseau, professor of psychology 
at Mills College during the war, have 
been recognized by the French gov- 
ernment. Dr. Brousseau is the re- 
cipient of the “Medafile Commemor- 
ative de la Grande Guerre,” which is 
awarded by the Minister of War of 
the Republic of France only to those 
who have served six months on the 
front. 

Dr. Broussean served in the fight 
(ing zone for more than a year, a 
part of the time within six miles of 
the German trenches and under fre- 
quent bombardment from long-range 
;guns and bombing planes. She also 
was in Germany with the French 
army of occupation and in the spring 
of 1919 was sent into the devastated 
regions to help care for soldiers and 
civilians returning to their ruined 
homes.

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KEEPING OUT ALL DISEASES 


Quarantine Instituted Against Impor- 
tation of Live Stock From Dif- 
ferent Countries. 


(Prepared by the United States Department 
of Agriculture.) 


The prevalence of. foot-and-mouth 
disease in some European countries, in 
certain sections of Asia and Africa, as 
well as in South America, has caused 
the United States Department of Agri- 
culture to institute special quarantines 
against the importation of lve stock 
from these places. This systematic 
survey of foreign sources of breeding 
stock and protection against the intro- 
duction of diseased animals is annually 
worth millions of dollars*to the Hve 
stock breeders of the United States. 


Any one who wishes to import ¢attle, 
sheep, goats, swine or other animals

from any country, except Canada or 
Mexico, must first obtain from the sec- 
retary of agriculture a permit, to be 
presented to the American consul at 
the port from which the animals will 
be shipped. No permits are issued for 
shipment from countries where rin- 
derpest, surra, foot-and-mouth disease, 
or contagious pleuro-pneumonia exist. 

Foot-and-mouth disease prevailed to 
serious extent in England during the 
past two years, but recently has been 
abated to the extent that horses from 
both England and Irelanf are now al- 
lowed to enter the United States, if 
certain restrictions regarding feeding 
and care are observed. These regula- 
tions require that the animals be sub- 
jected to disinfection, both before ship- 
ment and after arrival in this country, 
and that the feed and bedding used 
during the voyage come from this 
country. These precautions, although 
they may seem very radical to those 
who do not appreciate the critical 
character of the diseases under discus- 
sion, are effective in preventing the in- 
troduction of Hve-stock plagues into 
the United States. 


BEEF CATTLE BENEFIT FARM 


Make Possible Greater Use of Rough- 
age More Efficiently Than Any 
Other Animals. 


The use of heef cattle in connection 
with general farming throughout the 
corn belt, says the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, offers the 
following advantages: 

It is possible to make greater use of 
dry roughages produced on the farm 
as beef cattle consume larger quanti- 


ties of these feeds than any other. 


classes of stock. 

Beef cattle can be used profitably 
on rough land unsuitable for crop pro- 
duction, also on low, wet land un- 
suitable for either crops or for other 
classes of live stock. 


Beef cattle use the total production 
of grain and roughages on the average 
farm, without the purchase of other 
feeds, more efficiently than any other 
class of live stock. 

Beef cattle on the farm favor a 
well-balanced distribution of labor 
throughout the year. They require 
very little attention during the sum- 
mer and fall, when crops need atten- 
tion, and during winter and early 
spring, when there is little fleld work 
to be done, farmers can-utilize their 
time to advantage by caring for the 
breeding herd, wintering the stockers 
and feeders, or fattening some steers. 


WIN FIGHT ON TUBERCULOSIS 


Government Authorities Report That 
Thousands of Cattle Are Fheed 
From the Dread Disease. 


——— 


Latest report of the tuberculosis- 
eradication work by the United States 
Department of Agriculture shows that 
a total of 204,892 head of cattle in 
8889 herds have been accredited by 
the government as free of tuberculosis 
infection, while 702,590 additional cat- 
tle in 56,118 herds have already been 
once tested and found free of the dis- 
ease. On August 1, 1921, a total of 
‘1,294,169 cattle in 79,841 herds were 
under supervision in the tuberculosis 
eradication campaign. Furthermore, 
there were 218,531 cattle in 14,494 
herds on the waiting list for testing. 
There is a constant increase in the 
number of animals and herds tested

shaped, attractive in appearance, crust 
smooth, of a rich brown color, the 
crumb spongy, tender and of a delice 
fous flavor of the wheat. 


Sponge Method. 

Take one quart of luke warm liquid, 
less one-half cupful if potato is used; 
four teaspoonfuls of salt, one-half | 
cupful of yeast, one cupful of mashed 
potato and three to four quarts of | 
sifted flour. Mix and beat well then | 
add one-half the flour and set to rise | 
in a warm place over: night. 
morning add two tablespoonfuls each ' 
of sugar and shortening and knead 
until the dough. feels elastic and no. 
longer sticks to the hands or board. 
Cover and let rise to double its bulk, 
then mold into loaves. By cutting the 
dough ‘down with a knife once or 
twice before molding, the texture of 
the bread is improved. Divide into 
equal portions, stretching the outside 
of the loaf and pinching it together 
underneath. Place in well greased, 
warm pans, cover and set to rise until 
it is two and one-half to three times 
its original volume, depending upon 
the kind’of flour used. Spting or hard _ 
winter wheat should take three ‘times 
the original volume. Soft winter 
wheat two and one-half times. 

Bread that Is fully ‘risen should be 
put into a hot oven to kill the yeast 
and check further rising. If the bread 
is not fully risen a slower oven may 
be used. A five minute oven is the 
test for bread ready to be baked. Put 
a teaspoonful of flour in a small. tin 
in the oven; if it browns in five 
minutes it is ready for the bread.

BREEDER HELPS ASSOCIATION 


Nebraska Dairyman Offers to Sell 
Purebred Sires at Half Price 
to Promote Quality. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart-

Following the meeting of the Ne 
braska State Dairymen’s association 
at Lincoln, Neb., recently, a prominent 
breeder from that state offered to pro- 
vide bulls for a bull association at 
half their value, according to a repre- 
sentative of the dairy division, United 
States Department of Agriculture. Ap- 
pfeciating the value of the bull asso- 
clatioh in establishing a certain line 


Unusually _ High-Preducing Herd of 
Purebred Cows. : 


of breeding, this dairyman told a 
dairy extension speelalist that when 
he formed a bul association he could 
choose the bulls from his herd, set a 
fair price on them, and he (the breed- 
er) would.cut that price in two. 

This breeder has a large and un- 
usually high-preducing herd of pure 
bred Gows, the herd average peing 
More than 18,000 pounds of milk a 
year. Offers of a similar character 
have been made by several other 
breeders in different sections of the 
United States, says the department 
specialist, all of which indicates that 
the value of the association plan as 
a means of improving the quality of 
dairy cattle is becoming more general- 
ly recognized. 

When a bull association Is formed 
one dairy. breed, usually the one pre- 
dominating in the locality, is selected 
for that asgsoctation, and purebred 
bulls of that breed’ are used to im- 
prove the herds. As time goes on a 
number of good purebred and grade 
herds of the same breed are devel- 
oped. When one breeder supplies a 
number of. bulls to one association 
these bulls, generally of similar breed- 
ing, make it possible to concentrate 
the blood of certain families among 
250 to 300 cows. Each bull is used 
in each block for two years. Thus the 
four or five bulls are used consecu- 
tively fot eight or ten years, develop-~ 
ing in one community a large number ; 
of dairy cattle of uniform type and . 
breeding. .-_- = Seyi
